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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but are not persuasive. In particular, Applicant argues that the cited prior art does not teach a plurality of log adapters that each 
communicates with a corresponding log file to extract at least a portion of data stored in the corresponding log file. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees and notes that Helmus first discloses that the Command and Control module tracks work queue activity, individual 
user activity, process control information, system production and system resource availability." The CC module monitors a plurality of work 
queues wherein each work queue corresponds to a particular application, or set of protocols, that is processing an aspect of the ordering 
process. Figure 18 illustrates this very well as it shows an example of the various instruments/applications that make up the order 
processing system. Each queue/application is clearly handling a specific function, for example HandleAdminProtocol or 
HandleProfessionalProtocol (see fig 18), and accordingly each queue is extracting information related to the function it is performing. In 
order for the system to display information regarding each queue/protocol, as seen in fig 1 8, it must extract this information from a file that 
tracks each individual queue's progress. These files are generally disclosed by the reference since claims 43-46 disclose an emobodiment 
of the invention as a system comprising the necessary processing and memory components, therefore the data and functional elements 
disclosed by the reference are all stored in some form of memory to enable the system to function as intended. It is these memory files that 
store the infromation relating to each process being performed by the individual protocols and work queues that are equivalent to the the 
claimed log files. Therefore regardless of the fact that the reference does not utilize the exact same words as the Applicant, Helmus 
discloses a plurality of log adapters that extract at least a portion of data (each queue is extracting information about the processes being 
represented by the queue and passing it to the CC module) from corresponding log files (the data being displayed about each queue must 
come from some file that records the progress/status of the work queue in order for the system to display information about each queue in 
the manner seen in fig. 18). Applicant's argument is found unpersuasive and accordingly does not place the application in condition for 
allowance.
